County board told death is often 
only way out for abused elderly 


The Coffee County Board of 
Human Resources held its regular 
quarterly meeting én Thursday, Jan. 
14, at the Coffee County Dept. of 
Human Resources building in Elba 
and heard County Director Ron 
Smith state that when it comes to 
abuse and ia of the elderly the 
only way out for many ‘‘is death,”’ 

‘The problem of child abuse and 
neglect is often addressed and much 
has been done to alleviate the 
problem,”’ stated Smith, ‘‘but when 
it comes to the abuse and neglect of 
the elderly, oftentimes their only 
way out is death, 

‘Here in Coffee County we have 
no adult foster care program due to 
staff limitations, and though we do 
try to help the elderly we can help 
only a limited number of people. The 
public is not aware of the plight of 
the elderly, but it is a real problem 
and one that needs to be discussed 
and hopefully something done 
about.’’ 

Members of the board all agreed 
that there were problems in Coffee 
County relating to the abuse and 
neglect of the elderly, with many of 
the problems being monetary, where 
a relative will handle the financial 
dealings of the elderly and not use 
the money in the best interest of the 
person, 

‘It is estimated that by the end of 
the century 25 percent of the 
population will be age 65 and over,”’ 
reported Smith, ‘‘and because of this 
we can expect a greater commitment 
to the elderly of the nation,” 

After the routine reading of the 
minutes and roll call the board was 
informed of the new video library at 
the county department. Through a 
$1,000 grant, the local department 
has been able to purchase video 
tapes that are being used to train 
employees and inform the public 
about various services offered by the 


department. 
The board viewed a_ video 
concerning the foster parent 


program and all present were moved 
by the frankness and honesty of the 
video, which painted a true picture of 
what having a foster child in one’s 
home can be like. 

‘*We hope toadd to our library as 
time permits,’’ stated Smith, ‘‘and 
feel that the videos are a very 
valuable part of our department. The 
library we now have is valued at over 
$1,000 and’ will continue to grow in 
value as the years pass. 

“We are proud of the library and 
plan to continue using it as an 
instructional tool for our 
employees,”’ 

The board expressed concern 
about the possibility of a change that 
would abolish food stamps and 
instead give food stamp recipients 
cash; but after hearing from a 
district supervisor decided not to 
send a letter clarifying the board's 
reservations. 

Board chairman Fred Donaldson 
stated, ‘‘When I first heard of the 
planned change I thought someone 
had lost their mind,” 

Donaldson drafted a letter that he 
presented to his fellow board 
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members for approval and in the text 
of the letter it was stated that the 
removal of the Dept. of Agriculture 
from the program would ‘‘require 
much more state dollars’ and that 
‘there is no way to determine if the 
cash is being spent on f 

Board members agreed with the 
letter, but district supervisor Don 
Williams told members they didn’t 
totally understand the proposed 
program change and explained that 
there was a possibility of a ‘‘pilot 
program’’ being started in Alabama 
that would determine if such a 
program would work on a nationwide 
level. 

Williams explained that such a 


change could lead to the reduction of 
administration due to the complex 


set of rules in place involving thé” 


food stamp program and_ the 
program dealing with aid to 
dependent children, and also save 
large sums of money by cutting jobs 
required because of the need to 
print, transport and distribute food 
stamps. Williams also noted that if 
the two programs were merged a 
very strict guideline would be placed 
in effect to determine eligibility. 

Board members agreed that it 
would perhaps be wiser to wait until 
the pilot program is installed and 
results of its success are docu- 
mented, 


D.A. Joel Folmar denies any 


wrongdoing in use of inmate 


District Attorney Joel Folmar 
declared last week that he had done 
nothing wrong and refused to 
apologize for an incident in which a 
man sentenced to serve 10 months in 
the Coffee County Jail was instead 
placed in the Pike County Jail and 
later released to work at Folmar’s 
office in Troy and at the district 
attorney’s beach house in Panama 
City, 

According to Pike County 
authorities, Richard Updyke, age 35, 
was convicted of child abuse in 
August, 1987, and sentenced to 
serve 10 months in the Coffee 
County Jail in Elba; however, the 
man was placed in the Pike County 
Jail and released to do carpentry 
work for Folmar at the district 
attorney's office at the Pike County 
Courthouse, at Folmar's house in 
Troy and at his beach house in 
Panama City, Fla., as well as doing 
carpentry work at the home of 


Folmar's mother, 

‘We have not done one dang 
thing wrong,’’ Folmar told a 
Montgomery newspaper, ‘‘and I 
paid him $4.50 an hour for his 
work."’ 

Folmar, who serves as district 
attorney for Coffee County and Pike 
County, stated he paid Updyke out of 
the district attorney’s fund for the 
work at the courthouse and took the 
inmate to Florida with the approval 
of Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
and Pike County Sheriff Harold 
Anderson, 

Attorney General Don Siegelman 
Stated that the fact that state records 
indicated Updyke was being housed 
in Coffee County when he was in fact 
in Pike County was disturbing, and 
said his office would check into the 
story and correct any ‘‘loophole’’ 
that would allow such a mistake to 
occur.

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Commission to continue efforts to 


receive grants for water systems 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session Monday, Jan. 
25, at the courthouse in Elba and told 
a representative of the Regional 
Planning Commission to _ take 
whatever steps necessary to prepare 
a grant application for the county 
dealing with the extension and 
establishment of water systems in 
Coffee County. 

Jack Griffith, of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, told the 
commission that the odds of the 
county receiving a grant were highly 
increased this year, due to the fact 
that the total funding available had 
doubled since last year. 

He explained to the commis- 
sioners how the various grant appli- 
cations are graded and reviewed the 
grant application filed last year, 
which was not funded. 

The commission discussed means 
of gaining a higher grade in the 
current grant application and told 
SEARP & DC representative to get 
the application process started and 
to take any steps needed to help the 
county receive funding. 

Monday’s meeting was short, 

despite a rather lengthy agenda, and 
in other business at the meeting, the 
commission: 
***accepted the low bid of $3,055 
from Computer Products and 
Resources for a computer and printer 
to be used by the Coffee County 
Board of Registrars;

The Elba City Council had three 
items on the table for discussion 
Monday night and each was handled 
by delaying any action or promising 
**to look into it.’’ 

The decision on tearing down the 
former Gunter-Dunn building was to 
have been settled at the previous 
meeting, but a request by several 
members of the Elba Rescue Squad 
was brought before the couricil 
asking for a 30-day delay in awarding 
the demolition contract. 

Ricky Carlile, speaking for the 
rescue squad, told the council they 
wanted some time to gather figures 
on the actual cost of renovating the 
building for use by the squad. He 
said preliminary figures showed they 
might be able to swing the deal for 
about $20,000. The council agreed to 
the 30-day delay after consulting 
with the successful bidder on the 
demolition. 

L.M. Burch and Willie Smith 
were successful with their bid of 
$300, The other two bidders had 
offered to do the work with the city 
paying them for the project. The 
bidder must post a $500 bond, 
furnish one I-beam to the city and 
meet other requirements spelled out 
in the bid request. 

Charlie Marler addressed the 
council and wanted to know why 
people were being allowed to build 
shops in residential zones and 
without a building permit. He said 
there was one such situation on Ann 
St. and on Payne St. near his home. 

Mayor Bob English told him they 
were unaware of the problem, but 
would look into the matter and notify 
him of their findings. 

Marler had been before the 
council himself last month concern- 
ing keeping livestock in the city 
limits against the city code, That 
matter was settled when Marler 
agreed to have the bull butchered by 
Feb. |. 

LM. Burch addressed the 
council and requested help in main- 
taining a street in a trailer park he 
owns and operates off Taylor Mill 
Road, The council members noted it 
was illegal for the city to work on 
private property and English 
Suggested Burch deed the street to 
the city, agree to pave it within a 
certain time period and the city 
would do the work. This was tabled 
until the details could be worked out. 

During the discussion Council 
member Jack Prescott stated, ‘‘We 
have gone into at least two trailer 
parks and done street work in the 
last several years.” 


***accepted a low bid of $21,343.76 
from Stringfellow Lumber on treated 
lumber to be used by the county 
highway department; 

***adopted a motion to increase a $1 
fee added to court costs to $2 and to 
use the added funding to establish a 
law library in Enterprise and keep 
the library up to date, along with the 
law library in Elba; 

***was told the Chicken Festival 
would be held in April with all 
activities scheduled for the county 
fairgrounds in New Brockton; 
***oave a private firm the go-ahead 
to pick up rural garbage in the 
county; 


***heard a real estate broker tell of a 
large building available in Enter- 
prise that formerly housed a skating 
rink that would meet the needs of a 
county health department; 

***upon the request of Commis- 
sioner Robert Stevens agreed to 
write a letter to the State Insurance 
Commissioner opposing the 
proposed stock sale of National 
Security to a Lousiana millionaire; 
***aoreed to present length-of- 
service pins to county employees; 
***and, voted not to do any work off 
the right-of-way at the Julian Boyd 
property,

Drug advisory council receives 


The Elba Advisory Council on 
Drug Abuse and Prevention held its 
first meeting on Thursday, Jan. 21, 
at the Elba City Board of Education 
office and was informed by council 
sponsor Charles C. Windham that 
the local council had received $1,896 
to implement the initial phase of a 
3-year federally funded project. 

Windham, a counselor for the 
Elba City Schools, told the council 
members that in 1986 the Congress 
passed the Drug Free Schools and 
Community Act that allocated a total 
of $900 million for use by schools to 
fight the problems of drug abuse in 
the schools. 

The 3-year program released 
$200 million for the 1987-88 school 
term, of which the Elba City Schools 
received $1,896 based on census 
figures, and in the upcoming two 
years the system will receive 
approximately $4 per pupil, or 
$4-5,000 annually. 

*This year the funds will be used 
to purchase material aimed at 
students in kindergarten through the 
third grade,’”’ stated Windham, 
‘while next year the funds will be 
used to educate the middle school 
students, and in the final year of the 
program the funds will be used to 
reach students in the junior high 
school, 

“There are programs already in 
place to provide assistance to high 
school students and that is why the 
funds were targeted at the other age 
groups."’ 

“As a result of a survey of our 
student body, grades 5-12, a need 
was observed for a drug awareness 
program in our curriculum,'’’ said 
Windham. ‘This plan will be 
directed simply at making our 
students in grades K-3 aware of 
drugs and will not be coordinated 
with programs in the community. 

*'To initiate the drug awareness 
program in grades K-3 through the 
development of a two-week mini unit 
is the goal of the program and in the 
program it will stress the need for 
having and maintaining a good 
self-image and having positive adult 
role models, Lessons will stress the 
need for children to go to family and 
friends when in trouble or feeling 
unhappy.”’ 

A guideline of the two-week 
program revealed that on the first 
day of the course the students will

have good and bad drugs defined 
and a discussion will be held 
explaining the proper use of 
medicines. The second day will 
include a discussion on how 
medicines can be good drugs and the 
students will be told the names of 
bad drugs. 

The third day will be used to tell 
the students of the need for a good 
self-image, and bad drugs and their 
effects on the body will be described. 
The fourth day will include some of 
the common bad drugs being dis- 
cussed, such as marijuana and 
cocaine. The students will also learn 
why it is important to discuss 
personal problems with parents and 
friends rather than turning to drugs. 

On the fifth day alcohol and 
alcoholism will be defined and 
explained, and students will be 
taught why alcohol is a bad drug. 

During the second week of the 
program a number of games will be 
used to reinforce the matters 
discussed during the initial week of 
the course and students will be 
evaluated to ensure the understand- 
ing of the drugs and problems.

However, closing of the facility is not in the works of either the hospital board 
or the city officials. Both have expressed a desire to step in and continue the 
operation as it was before, if no workable lease with NHI or another firm is 
forthcoming. We will continue to chase any of these rumors we feel might 
have some substance, but many we are just laughing off and suggest you do 
the same, 


The disposition of the former Gunter Dunn building has been postponed four 
30 days at the request of members of the Elba Rescue Squad. While we 
personally don’t think the idea of renovating the building for the rescue 
squad is practical, we agree that no harm will come from delaying any action 
for 30 days to allow these young men to put together some facts and figures

Well, we didn’t even know 
how to get it started! A nurse at the hospital and the patient himself got us 
started, and thank goodness everything went okay. Today that isn’t the case, 
‘cause these men and women know what they are doing and are constantly 
training for any possible problems. We thank them.

Fender, a 1975 graduate of 
Arkansas State University, served as 
administrator at a hospital in 
Pocahontas, Ark., prior to his 
transfer to Alabama, and has worked 
with National Healthcare for 
approximately one year. 

“Being administrator at both 
hospitals will put more pressure on 
me and keep me on the road quite a 
bit,’’ stated Fender during an inter- 
view last week, ‘‘but I am confident 
that I can have a positive impact at 
both facilities and am_ looking 
forward to the challenge. 

‘There will be more responsi- 
bility placed on the directors and 
comptrollers at both hospitals due to 
the dual roles, and both facilities will 
have an administrator on-site who 
will serve as assistant administrators 
at the hospitals. 

“I will be in complete control of 
both facilities and all employees will 
answer to me; however, because of 
the distance between the two 
facilities it will be necessary to have 
assistants at both locations. 

‘The hospital I left in Arkansas 
was very similar to these two 
facilities in many ways in that both 


were owned by outside agencies 
prior to their relationship with 
National Healthcare,”’ added 
Fender, ‘‘and both are more or less 
small town hospitals. 

The problems facing the facility 
in Elba is not unique - the problems 
are shared by all smaller facilities 
across the nation, and the number 
one problem is population. Hospitals 
cannot operate without patients, and 
here in Elba the patient population 
hasn’t been great enough to sustain 
the facility. To have a successful 
hospital you must have adequate 
physicians to meet the needs of the 
community and a staff serving the 
hospital to meet the needs of its 
patients. 

“While adding doctors may 
increase population, if the commu- 
nity will not accept the doctors, new 
doctors’ presence will mean nothing. 

“I know this facility has had 
problems in the past, but I am not 
concerned about the past, I am only 
concerned about the future and 
finding answers to the problems.”’ 

Fender denied reports that the 
emergency room at Elba General 
would close at the end of this month 
and stated, ‘I will study the entire 
operation and try to find solutions 
that will mean savings at the hospital 
and at the same time not hurt the 
facility or the community.”’

34 
near the Wesley Chapel Community 
were Bruce Alva Gibbs, age 48, of 
Gainesville, Fla., and Rebecca Joan 
Theodore, 35, of Hot Springs, N.C., 
after an all-night surveillance of the 
rented house revealed the two were 
still inside the dwelling. 

According tocourt records, Gibbs 
faces 17 indictments from a federal

Armadillo Bad? You Oughta 
Taste Joe’s Rabbit!!

To combat hard times and take 
advantage of the armadillo influx, 
folks hereabout are cooking the 
creatures for food. Some say the 
meat is *‘so-so'’; others say it falls in 
the category of barbequed beaver.

Course my husband Joe would be 
the first to warn all you experimental 
cooks that you shouldn't rule arma- 
dillo out just because | am; he'll 
quickly vouch that I'm not exactly a 
gourmet cook. In fact without too 
much persuasion he'll tell you about 
the one time (in our 31 years of 
marriage) that | cooked cornbread 
muffins. 

“Couldn't eat 'em, so tossed 'em 


into our empty kitchen garbage 
pail---which was metal. The ‘corn- 
meal rocks’ bounced right out, 


knocking holes in the ceiling’’. Then 
Joell probably continue, revealing 
my attempt at baking homemade 
biscuits that had him and _ the 
younguns all ‘tbegging’’ me to buy 
canned ones again. 

My fame as a cook is actually 
wide-spread, At my former church 
when requests for meals were 
announced, the class president’d 
quickly say, ‘Aren't we all in 
agreement that Faye'll bring the 
jello?’’ A wild chorus always rang 
out. 

I moved to Moundville and 
changed churches. A youth banquet 
was being discussed when _ the 
chairman of the committee blurted 
out, ‘Mrs. Brown, I’ve heard that 
you always contribute the jello’. 

1 assembled corning and pyrex 
dishes and headed to the church 
kitchen. | mixed six gallons of wild 
strawberry jello, added frozen straw- 
berries and left, proud of my 
contribution. The morning following 
the meal the kids crowded around, 
bragging, ‘*Miss Faye, that was the 
best strawberry punch we ever 
had!"’. The entire congregation is 
now aware of my potential contri- 
bution: I CAN stop by the ice 
machine and bring crushed ice. 

Course my husband Joe doesn't 
have a lot of room to complain about 
his wife's cooking ability. He once 
declared he was gonna fix some 
‘‘grennel’’ that'd be fit for a king. 
Taking some of the giant fish from 
his trot line he fried the beautiful 
white meat in large golden brown 
Squares. After the family'd nearly 
choked to death on the ‘cottony stuff? 
he tried our living-garbage-disposal, 
Our horse-sized Great Dane, 
Samson, took one bite, spit it out, 
and returned to his bowl of cheap 
dog food. 

After that the entire family 
agreed on another recipe when 
serving ‘‘grennel’’, 

“Take a pine cuttin board. Place 
thereon three pounds of fresh, sliced 
‘‘grennel’’. Sprinkle with salt, black 
pepper and paprika. Top with two 
large onions, sliced. Bake in oven at 
325 degrees for one hour. Remove 
from oven, scrape the fish into the 
garbage pail, and eat the board."’ 

But even the pine board topped 
some of Joe’s cooking. A few years 
back my mate’s luck with rabbit 


hunting was running extra good; he 
was cutting down enough of those 
huge swamp bunnies to put gravy on 
the table of everybody in West 
Alabama. And that was just what I 
insisted he do; give the creatures to 
those more deserving than myself 
(I'd eaten my share of rabbit years 
before at my mama's table.) 

Finally Joe could stand giving 
away all that meat no longer; he 
announced one Sunday after church 
that he was barbequing a rabbit that 
very afternoon---using a recipe from 
a friend. Following the directions he 
layed a large brown bag in the 
bottom of a big square pan. On top of 
that he placed the grandpa of all 
Cane Cutters, sliced into halves. 
After the spices and onions were 
added he came to the liquids. 
Reasoning that if the prescribed one 
cup water and one-fourth cup vine- 
gar would make the rabbit nice and 
spicey he was sure it would be much 
better if he reversed--and-- 
increased the ingredients. 

So in Joe Poured: four cups of 
vinegar and one cup of water. 
Baking the mixture in the oven at 
350 degrees soon began to produce 
results. As the aroma wafted into the 
living room Glenda’s friend Theresa 
announced she had homework to 
rush home to, Soon it drifted back to 
Glenn’s bedroom; his friend Nick 
had ball practice that he’d forgotten 
about. And soon Don told Greg he 
guessed he’d come back later to 
finish the bike repair they were 
doing in the basement. 

Just as the kids and I were 
Slipping out the side door for 
church--one hour early--Joe nabbed 
us: we WERE going to eat his 
gourmet rabbit. After one bite we 
collided in the bathroom door, our 
mouth’s drawn, begging for mercy 
and water. 

So go ahead friends. Shoot those 
pesty armadillos that are digging up 
your lawn. An if you're a’mind 
to--clean them and experiment with 
cooking their meat. One thing about 
it--it can’t turn out worse than Joe's 
Barbequed Rabbit.

On Jan. 1, 1958, at 8 a.m. anewly 
employed clerk came to the probate 
judge’s office in Elba to work with 
Judge James O. English, and while 
there have been two new probate 
judges since English’s departure, 
the clerk he hired is still on the job 
and serving the people of Coffee 
County! 

Nell Harvison, who has been 
chief clerk for the past 20 years, 
celebrated her 30th anniversary with 
the probate judge’s office this year, 
and Monday was honored with a 
reception at the main courtroom in 
the courthouse. 

“When I came to work back in 
1958 I worked in the office with 
Judge English and his son Harold, 
who served as chief clerk,’ 
remembered Harvison. 

“Back then the busiest months 
were January through May, when we 
did all the recording on a machine 
that took two people to operate. 

“There were a lot of tenant 
farmers back in the 50’s and 60's 
who would mortgage their personal 
property such as animals and 
equipment, and it created a lot of 
paperwork for us every year. 

“Of course back then Oct. 1 
through Nov. 15 was ‘tag time,’ and 
since it was the only time of year 
people could buy tags, it was always 
hectic. “ Judge English had the office 
Stay open until the last person would 
leave, and oftentimes we'd work far 
into the night to make sure everyone 
who was in line got their tags.”’ 

While many things have changed 
over the years, Mrs. Harvison said 
that many things have also remained 
the same. 

“The recording is still done 
primarily the same way it was years 
agoin that we still doit manually and 
still index and record every single 
item,’’ she reported, ‘‘The deed and 
mortgage tax was created back in 
1923 and is still the same rate today - 
50c per $500 conveyed value of 
the value of the property or goods. 

“Of course there are far more 
records today and the new title law in 
Alabama has added greatly to the 
already increasing paperload, but as 
much as everything changes, it 
seems as if everything really stays 
the same.’’ 

‘Back in 1958 a marriage license 
cost $2 and the judge would charge 
$2 to perform the service,’’ added 
Harvison, ‘‘while today the license 
has gone up to $25 and the service is 
$7.50. As chief clerk lam licensed to 
perform marriages, and I guess one 
of my favorite duties has been 
marrying the people who come into 
the office. 

“IT have performed over a 
thousand marriages since becoming 
chief clerk, and while I often forget 
the faces, there are some incidents 
and ceremonies that I'll never 
forget!”’ 

One marriage that Harvison 
quickly remembered involved a 
couple in their sixties who came in to 
be married. 

“The man asked for me to do the 
ceremony, saying he wanted me and 
not the jduge. He acted as if] should 
have known him, but I didn’t have 
any remembrance at all and simply 
went along with his wishes and 
performed the ceremony. 

‘Afterwards he told me, ‘You did 
a good job this time,’ and explained 
that I had married him to his first 
wife years ago!”’

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 


Does baptism have to be by immer- 
sion, or can it»be by pouring or 
sprinkling ? 


BOB PRICHARD 

Long before the New Testament writers began to speak of baptism, 
the Greeks used the very same word to describe the process of dipping, 
immersing, or submerging something. The root word for baptism is 
translated this way in Luke 16:24, ‘‘dip the tip of his finger in water,”’ 
John 13:26, ‘‘when the had dipped the sop,"’ and Rev. 19:13, ‘‘he was 
clothed with a vesture dipped in blood.’’ When English scholars 
translated the Bible, they sought to avoid controversy by spelling the 
word ‘‘baptise’’ with English letters without translating it. This 
allowed people to continue to believe that either sprinkling, or 
immersion was scriptural baptism. 

The first recorded example of sprinkling in the church was of 
Novatian, who lived in the third century. The ancient historian 
Eusebius said that Novatian was considered to be too ill to be 
immersed, and was instead sprinkled, The practice of sprinkling, also 
known as ‘‘clinic baptism,'’ was usually reserved for the ill, and was 
not looked upon with favor generally until 1311, when the council of 
Ravenna said baptism was equally acceptable by sprinking or by 
immersion. 

Although sprinkling and pouring are widely accepted, there are 
several reasons why only immersion fits the Bible pattern, First of all, 
baptism requires much water. We read in John 3:23, ‘*And John also 
was baptizing in Aenon near to Salim, because there was much water 
there.’’ Sprinkling requires only a ‘‘handful’’ of water, while 
immersion requires ‘*much’’ water. 

Secondly, baptism requires a going down into water, and a coming 
up out of the water.In Acts 8, Luke records the story of the conversion 
of the Ethiopian eunuch. ‘‘And as they went on their way, they came to 
a certain water: and the eunuch said, See, here is water; what doth 
hinder me to be baptised? . .. And he commanded the chariot to stand 
still; and they went down both into the water, both Phillip and the 
Eunuch; and he baptized him. And when they were come up out of the 
water, the Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip’’ (Acts 8:36-39). 
Sprinkling does not fit with going down into the water, and coming up 
out of the water. Immersion does. . 

Thirdly, New Testament baptism requires a Dhrial and a 
resurrection. Paul describes the act of baptism this way: ‘we are 
buried with him by baptism into death; that like\as Christ was raised up 
from the dead by the glory of the Father, even sowe also should walk in 
newness of life, For if we have been planted together in the likeness of 
his death, we shall be also in the likeness of his resurrection’ (Rom. 
6:4-5). Sprinkling is not a burial and a resurrection. Only immersion 
fits the biblical pattern for baptism. Pd. Ady.

What Is The Purpose 


Of Baptism? 


HARVEY BOWLIN 


To answer a question of this nature would require another question. The 
Bible speaks of 7 different baptisms in Scripture: John’s baptism in water - 
Luke 7:20-30; Christ's baptism in water - John 4:1-2; baptism in suffering - 
Luke 12:50; baptism in the cloud and in the sea - I Cor. 10:2; Christian 
baptism in water - Mark 16:16; baptism into Christ and into His body - Rom. 
63-7; baptism into the Holy Spirit - Mat. 3:11, Acts 1:5, 19:2-3, 

The question would be ‘‘Baptized into what?”’ 

There are 3 baptisms for believers: 1. Baptism unto Christ or into His 
body at repentance and the new birth. This is called ‘tone baptism’? (Eph 
4:5), because it is the only baptism that saves the soul and brings one into the 
body of Christ. 2, Water baptism after one is saved. In Matthew 3:11 John 
Stated ‘I indeed baptize you with water unto repentance.’’ The grleis) is 
used here and is translated 84 times in Scripture as ‘‘because of, by reason 
of, on account of."’ So the baptism was because of their repentance. Water 
can’t wash away sins, remove sin, save souls or forgive sins: Only Christ 
can do this, and then by His blood. Rom, 3:25 - ‘‘Through the faith in His 
(Christ) blood, to declare his righteousness for the remission of sins that are 
past.’’ Matt 26:28 - ‘‘This is my blood - shed for many for the remission of 
sins.’’ Rom. 5:9 - We are ‘‘justified by His blood;’’ Eph. 1:7 - “We have 
redemption through His blood, for forgiveness of sins;’? Eph. 2:13 - ‘‘We are 
made nigh (near) by the blood of Christ.’’ See also Heb. 9:14, 10:1-19, I 
John 1:7, Rev. 1:5. Sin is removed, the soul is saved, and we are made Sons 
of God through the redemptive work of Christ on the Cross. If water does 
this, then Christ died in vain, Water baptism is an outward symbol of what 
has already taken place in one’s heart. 3. The spirit baptism. This is the 
endowment of power for service. It can take place before water baptism - Acts 
10:44-48. In verse 47, ‘‘Can any man forbid water, that these should be 
baptized, which have received the Holy Ghost as well as we?”’ It can take 
place after water baptism - Acts 19:1-7. To further understand: the Holy 
Spirit is the agent to baptize into Christ and into his body (I Cor. 12:3); Christ 
is the agent to baptize in the Holy Spirit. (Matt. 3:11); the minister is the 
agent to baptize into water. It would make as much sense to think that the 
Holy Spirit or Jesus Christ is going to personally baptize you in water as to 
think men can baptize you into the body of Christ, or into the Holy Spirit. If 
you have a good reference Bible you can take these scriptures and see that 
water baptism is only an outward symbol of an inward work already done.

Alabama’s 


Unemployment 


Rate Advances 


Alabama’s unemployment rate 
advanced from 6.9 percent in 
November to 7.1 percent in 
December, but measured well below 
the year-ago rate of 9.6 percent, 
according to J. G. Allen, director of 
the Alabama Department of Indus- 
trial Relations. December’s rate 
represented 134,500 unemployed, 
compared to 131,900 in November, 
and 179,800 a year ago. 

Allen ncted an expected seasonal 
decrease in agricultural employ- 
ment over the month, but was 
encouraged by continued growth in 
wage and salary employment, which 
measured 1,507,300. This represent- 
ed an annual growth rate of 2.3 
percent, an increase of 33,000 since 
the prior December. 

Allen added that the over-the- 
year growth occurred in both factory 
and nonfactory divisions. The manu- 
facturing division advanced 7,700, or 
2.2 percent over the year, while the 
nonmanufacturing division posted 
annual gains totalling 25,600, or 2.3 
percent. 

The comparable national rate for 
December measured 5.4 percent, 
down from 5.6 percent in November, 
and also below the year-ayo rate of 
6.3 percent,

Retrial of LaDonna Tucker 


postponed until March 21 


The retrial of LaDonna Lynn 
Tucker, a former Coffee County 
resident accused of murder in the 
death of her husband in 1981, had 
her retrial postponed last week in 
Troy and a new date of March 21 set 
for the second hearing of the case. 

Mrs. Tucker was charged with 
murder for hire less than one month 
after the charred remains of her 
husband, Sgt. Jimmy Eugene 
Tucker, were discovered in a burning 
truck on a rural county road near 
Kinston on Jan. 24, 1981. A later 
autopsy revealed that the victim had 
died of a gunshot wound to the chest 
and in 1982 Mrs. Tucker was found 
guilty and sentenced to life in prison 
for her involvement in the murder. 


The Alabama Supreme Court 
reversed the decision of the jury in 
1984 due to a reported technicality 
and ordered a new trial, which ended 
ina mistrial in 1986 when a six-man, 
six-woman jury ended deliberation iny 
a hopeless deadlock. 


During the original trials, the 
prosecution contended that Mrs. 
Tucker conspired with Douglas Ard, 
her live-in lover, and Ard’s brother, 
Donnie, to murder the estranged 
husband. 

Donnie Ard was convicted of 
capital murder in connection with the 
case, and is serving a life sentence, 
and his brother Douglas Ard pleaded 
guilty to murder charges and is also 
presently serving a life sentence in 
prifon, 

Tucker's attorney in the second 
trial claimed the accused woman's 
hjisband was an alcoholic who had a 
lyabit of wrestling with their two 
Yeenage daughters on the bed and 
Stated that Mrs. Tucker's mind 
ssnapped because she claimed her 
husband had raped -the older 
daughter. 

Tucker was reportedly hospital- 
ized for two months in a private 
mental facility following the incident 
and later tried to salvage the 
marriage.

Public education hearing set 


The State Dept. of Education has, 
announced the schedule for public 
hearings relative to the State Plan for 
Vocational and Technical Education, 

The hearings are set for Feb. 8 at 
3:30 p.m. at Lanier High School in 
Montgomery, and Feb, 9 at 3 p.m. at 
the Rogers Area Vocational Center in 
Gardendale. 

Under the Carl Perkins Voca- 
tional, Education Act of 1984, Public 
Law 98-524, state boards of 
education are required to submit 
state plans in order toreceive federal 
funds’ for implementing specific 
vocational education programs. The 
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two-year state plan will provide 
direction for the distribution of 
federal vocational funds that will be 
allocated to Alabama, and also will 
provide guidelines for the operation 
of federallly funded vocational and 
technical programs in secondary 
schools as well as in two-year 
post-secondary institutions. 


“We invite all segments of the 
public and interested organizations 
and groups to present their views 
and make recommendations regard- 
ing this plan,’’ said State Supt. of 
Education Wayne Teague.

Elba industries ineluded im expansion report 


Alabama Gov. Guy Hunt 
announced Friday that 1987 was the 
best year in the state’s history in 
announced capital investment by 
existing industries and that the total 
of over $2.4 billion announced for 
both new and expanding industries 
in 1987 was the second highest on 
record, 

A total of 778 Alabama industries 
announced expansions in 1987 with 
capital investments totaling 
$2,233,979,216 and the creation of 
some 14,181 new jobs. Included 
among the expanding industries in 
the state were two located in Elba 
that represented investments of 
$425,000 and created a total of 27 
new jobs, 


The Elba Packing Company 
reported a capital investment of 
$125,000 during 1987, and with the 
investment created two new jobs, 
while Kleinert’s, Coffee County’s 
largest employer, reported a 
$300,000 investment and _ the 
creation of an additional 25 jobs. 

Other Coffee County industries 
reporting capital investments 
included Pridecraft Enterprises with 
an investment of $1,125,257 and the 
addition of 171 employees and 
Southland Broilers with a $2 million 
investment and the creation of 125 
new jobs. 

Gov. Hunt stated he could not be 
more pleased about the quality of 
growth across the state and said, ‘I 
am especially happy that this year 
we have had announcement of jobs 
being created from new and 
expanding industries in our urban 
areas as well as in most rural 
counties. 

“As I have said before, and as 
this report shows, most of our new 
jobs come from expansions of 
existing industries, and we at the 
State level are committed to do 
everything we can possibly do to 
help the industries.
